SENATE. 

Ottawa, Marcli 30. 
Hon. Mr. Scott rose to resume bis 
Bpeech of tlie.previoua evening. After 
E(tati4g.'^iip :Tp>sitio^^^^^ tifc Itha ' adjpiiri^- 
merili of the House,-h« said his hon. 
friend opposite - seemed to think that 
the ^tSO;000 offered to British Colum- 
bia was compensation for future de- 
lays. Hq did not think the spirit of 
the correspondence warranted any such 
conclttBion.:l^e»8^if ^ Order 
in OounoiSiwfls perfectly clear that the 
object of the Government was to com- 
pensate the Province for delays inci- 
dental to tho construction of the 
ifoad. , , ,. , . ,. . , 

Hon. Mr, Carrall — "Woa the money 
^ for the ralincivvishment of the Island 
I^ailwayr or Tor "delays which bad or 
might occut in the construction of the 
5 Stranscontinental road ? 

Hon. Mr. Scott said — In the first 
place, the offerto-build the island road 
was in conflideration of the delays in 
the construction of the main line. 
3?hat offer was miido over and above 
what the Government seemed bound 
to do. The $760,000 was offered in 
view pf the island railway. 

Hoife„Jdx,r.3iCyer;8JvidjbeAhad*unde 
stood .the Order in (Jouncil differently 
until the Hon. Secretary of State had 
given tbisi explanation. Bmt if the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Bailway

.1, t.r Hon, Mr. Scott— Certainly. 

Hon, Mr. Howlan — At the time the 
$750,000 was offered to Brfti8^Gol,um- 
bia, was there not a promise 'with it to 
construct the road in fourteen years ? 

Hon. Mr. Scott said the Govern, 
ment accepted the award of Lord 
Carnarvon, but this was no reference 
to Lord Carnai-von's award, but simply 
„3 a, substitut^n. ,fp^ « i*-,W?Pr 
f ■ neceBBarjr to tenew . an 'offer that was 
then in existence; they (the Govern- 
ment) simply accepted it. 

Hon.Mr.Carrall — Will the Hon, Sec- 
retary of State undertake to say what 
. th^ exact meaning of the Minute in 
.",'OouncilT Tyqk when, they made thatl of- 
fer of |756,'00d; was it ' for the relin- 
quishment of the railway ? 

Hon. Mr. Scott — I will tell my hon. 
friend it was honestly intended as 
compensation for the defeat of tho 
Esquimalt & Nanaimo Bill in this 

'^®HolVMr:''Carrall-^i.ncf"ii6t for de- 
lays which might occur. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said it was not. The 
Government would build the road jjust 
so soon as the - circumstancdB "tif" ^^he 
country would warrant it. The hoh. 
^ogefttlemaa had only to look at the cor- 
respondence and he would see that no 
k: other possible conclusion could be ar- 
rived at. In tho first place thia Esqui- 
mau &. Nanaimo. Bail way was offered 
as compen8a:tioii,ioi'.the dplajra in the 
construction "of 'the Pacific' Bailway; 
that being taken away, and thia coun- 
try feeling tliat they were in duty 
bound to make some compensation, 
- then suggested this §750,000. 

Hon. Mr, Carrall— Wo could not 
fidS it out at the time. 

'Hon, Mr. Scott— Our friends in 
■British Columbia have al'^ays been so 
unfortunate as to draw the most un- 
just conclusions. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall — Unfortunately, 
the organ of the Government, the 
■ ' T6ronto'''Globe," cameto the same 
conclusipni 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall asked tho hon. 
Secretary of State to explnin tho fact 
that when tho minute in Council was 
published, and after tho Governraont 
bad abandpned tho construction of 
"'the Bsquimalfc'and Nanaimo Railway, 
duj-ing that' time and subsequently 
'they had surveyors at work on the 
iline. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said tho hon. gen- 
tleman was aware that tho Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzie went over to England early 
• in the year, and in the winter when it 
was supposed that this road was to be 
built, surveyors were sent across the 
coiiliuont to locate the line. When 
tho Bill was thrown out it was not 
thought advisable to' stop the .flprvey 
as tho work would be' vtfluable if the 
people thought of building tho rail- 
way themselves. Would not his hon. 
friond have been the first to condemn 
the Govornraent and say it was adding 
insult to injury nftor sending out sur- 
veyors to locate tho lino, if they had 
boon stopped, by a tologram from Ot- 
tftWA. Hod. gentlemen were disponed 



to find fault no matter what action the 
Government would take. If thoy had 
declined to expend the money it would 
meat with opposition, and if they 
expended it they would meet with 
opposition. He would e-qslain some 
of the difiBcultios the Government had 
to contend against in the surveys of 
British Columbia. He believed tho 
distance of tho three routes that had 
been curveyed from Edmondton to tho 
coast averaged somewhere in the 
neighborhood of SCO miles. Tho 
computed distance by Yellow Head 
Pass and Port George to Bute Inlot 
was 800 miles, ' bat> the route further 
north would shorten that distance. 
In the first thirty miles from tho Pa- 
cific coast the rise was 3,000 feet. 
That was where the difficulty came in, 
as any hon. gentleman experienced in 
railway matters would easily under- 
stand. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall asked, why the 
Government did not adopt the route 
that was easy from the Eoeky Mount- 
ains to Yictoria. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said no doubt if tho 
hon. gentleman had been appointed 
Chief Engineer it would have been a 
great service to the Governiiient, but 
unfortunately for the country, no 
doubt, these services had not been 
offered. However, they had obtained 
what was considered the best engin- 
eering talent in the country, a gentle- 
man who had the respect jand confi- 
dence of aU ]^afties, and' they' believed 
that gentleman was quite competent 
to be entrusted with tliis great work. 
Tho money which had been expended 
was under his directions, and ho 
thought it was judiciously laid out. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall — Then I am to 
infer from what the hon. Secretary ot 
State has stated that the Government 
have decided to abandon tho Fraser 
River route from Yellow Head Pass? 
, .Hdn, ,Mr,„Scott-eI have Stated th^t 
from iidmoiidton ilifiSculties still ex- 
isted, but from the information I have 
received, the route from there by tho 
Yellow Head Pass would be selected, 
and beyond that it was impossible to 
say what particular route would bo 
adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall — The hon. gen- 
tleman has mentioned in hi? remarks 
respecting the distances of three dif- 
ferent routes, one of which would 
probably ))e .selected, Bj](t|n.tjhe.thi^ee 
routes he had not named th^ Fraser 
River, and he therefore considered 
that it had been abandoned. 

Hon, Mr, Scott said he regretted he 
could not give the hon. gentleman 
the information, as the lino was not 
yet settled upon beyond Yellow Head 
Pass, but there were eight different 
surveying parties in that country, 
with an average strength of from thir- 
ty to forty men engaged in exploriug 
for a line.

TIio Free Schools and the Catholics. 

Elsewhere in to-day's issue we make 
room for a letter iu reply to our lead- 
ing article of yesterday on tbia sub- 
ject. The writer makes no defence of 
the ■petition, which contains language 
tfe^, ,in our opinion, ia entirely iude- 
fenBible; but he pursues nearly the 
same line of argument.

as' to sit lightly ou all the proposed tax 
was devised; and to enable you to 
meet the new tax another tax was lift- 
' ■ • ed." Is it right to characterize as un- 
' u ;fair,,illiberaj and outrageous a sys- 
- ^eni ' designed to make "" all pay 
where only a few paid before ? Under 
the present law the taxation pill that 
" the Gatholio community have swallow- 
ed was sugar-coated. They knew that 
a large portion of the taxes they paid 
-«. went for Free Schools, but made' no 
objection; and it is only when, as Ad- 
dibon would say, "a spade is called a 
spade," that complaint is heard. The 
- statement that John Chinaman is the 
object of the tax and that Catholics 
are the victims is not logical. Under

_ use the scbools.yet he will have to pay 
. ^ hia tax. That Catholics do not use 
tho schools is not the fault of the sys- 
tem, which is non-sectarian, so that

"~ 'behefit'of them without fear of Propa- 
. gandlso). Our coi respondent demands 
"liberty of oonsoienoe, that is f;eedom to 
profess our creed; -freedom to have 
.' our own cometory; freedom to have 
v. our own schools; and, consequently 
: '. .'he'asks to be spated the very painful 
and unjust obligation to pay for the 
education of the children of others." 
Now, will our correspondent cite a 
single instance in this Province whore 
the "liberty of conscience" has been 
I interfered with ? We know of none, 
'j.. and can assure him his fear that his 
cousciencQ will be trameled ia ground- 
less. The Catholics have their own 
cemeterj' legally and properly acquir- 
ed, under the Public Cemeteries Act, 
'. /and no one will battle more earnestly 
in the defence of their rights in that 
or any other rnypect than ourself.

The Cariboo Road Tolls Bill passed 
tho House by a majority of more than 
three to one on Friday. It provides 
for tho collection of J a cent per lb. 
on gcode leaving Yale for above and ^ 
a cent per lb. on goods leaving Clin- 
ton for above. Products of tho coun- 
try are declared free and goods coming 
towards the seaboard are also free. 
The Premier told the House that it 
was the intention of tho Government 
to put the road in complete repair this 
year^cost what it might to do so. We 
bslieve that in anticipation of the pass- 
ing o£ the Bill a survey of the road 
has been ordered and that the repairs 
nec^fsary ;,>yiU fioon be made , known 
and'ihe sections '.ready, for tendering.. 
At least' llOp.bbo will be required for j 
this great improvement, and as the 
Cassiar road will also be improved, 
and other roads made, there will be 
no scarcity of work during the com- 
ing summer. With the roada leading 
to the mines in a good state of repair 
the cost of freighting goods over them 
will be materially reduced, and the 
miner will reup the advantage.

Friday night and Saturday morn- 
iu^'s proceedings iu the Hoube in res- 
pect of the Pacilic railway aro in every 
way to be regretted. For the first 
time probably since Oohf^deration, 
if not indeed sinee the Union of 1841, 
a member , ot Pariiainiehl. fearle.-sly 
spoke of the possibility of a forei-^n 
flag flying over a Province of British 
North America. We are sorry that 
Mr. Thompson, of Cariboo, as staunch 
a friend of^Ponfederatiou as there is in 
the House of Commons, should have 
allowed himself, whatever the provo 
cation, to speak as ne did; but cer- 
tainly the provocation was great. . It 
was natural that the British Columbia 
members should feel irritated. With 
every disposition to ilace the most 
favourable construe .i.n upon every 
word spoken by the Premier in refer- 
ence to the railway policy of the 
Government, it was almost too much 
to expect that they-'would silently 
suffer the insult contained in Mr. Eoss' 
amendment, and in the manner of its 
submission to the House. There was 
no necessity for such a resolution at 
such a time. The statute-book already 
contains the declaration that the rail- 
way shall be built without increasing 
the taxation of the people: why re- 
affirm the proposition? Tbere are just 
two reasons. It suited Mr. Blake to 
have it done; in the first place because 
he thought he would entrap the Op- 
position, who could not but be con- 
scious of the iubiucerity which under- 
lay it, into voting against it; and iu 
the next place because, being himself 
no friend of the railway, ije desired to 
impress upon the British Columbia 
members tbatthsy^iBust ixpt-|;p'away 
expecting too much. It was the duty 
of the Government to have prevented 
the aiinendment being put from the 
chair, even if they had allowed it to 
be proposed by its mover. The trick- 
ery of their conduct was made appar- 
ent^ when/^ without f'sptokin^ a wOrd 
which would indicate' th'e^c6ofetf1,hey 
themselves proposed to take, they 
called to have the members brought 
in. We should have been glad if, 
being found iu such a position, every 
man on the Opposition side had voted 
for the amendmeut;JhoiJgb we cannot 
refrain from eitpressing ia, td^lii^tire of 
gratefulness to the manly ten who by 
their votes desired to protest, most 
solemnly against the hollow-hearted 
and tricky course of the Ministry. 

The Conserviitrve Party could well 
vote that the railway should bo con- 
structed without increasing the taxation 
of the people. That was their policy 
when they were in power; and had 
they remained in power they would 
have carried it oufei The Grit Party 
cannot give the same vote with equal 
sincerity and an equally clear con- 
science. Thoy havo already increased 
the taxation; and thoy will increase it 
more, notwithstanding the resolution 
for which they have just voted, before 
they make much further progress with 
the Pacific railway. We have an abid- 
ing faith that the railway policy of tho 
old Government could have been cur 
ned out. without imposing any addi- 
tional burden upon the people, inas- 
much as a vigorous colonization and 
land policy would h^Tjs.> given ample 
return for such subventions as they 
would have had to pay to tho Com- 
pany. We cannot look for such a 
result now with the work in the hands 
of tbo Government, with millions 
squandered upon unwise and needless 
branches, with the very laud which 
would havo repaid the subvenliouH 
given away, the oust munt lull heavily 
upon tho Treasury, and the old Pru- 
viuces will havfc to bear it. We say, 
therefore, that the Conservative Party 
was in a position to affirtn the propuai- 
tion coutaioed in Mr. Boss' amend- 
ment, and that the Grit Party was not, 
had there been any other reasou than 
those wo have mentioned for submit- 
ting it to tho House. But the ques- 
tion should not have been allowed to 
arise; for while if it does no pos-iblo 
good it wounds and irritutos the sensi- 
bilities of our British Columbia friends; 
and this is not a desirable thing to do 
even to please Mr. Blake, who, with 
all his acknowledged ability, has less 
of the true statesman's grasp and 
largenosB of mind than any of our 
prominent public men. In this re- 
spect, wo must confess Mr. Mackenzie 
is a king to him. We hold him, and 
him osly, rtsponRiblv for tb« whole oi 



the disgraceful proceedings which took 
place on concurrence. For, as our re- 
pQr,b has-showu, thoy did not end with 
Mr! Thompson's indignant speech. 
With a laudable endeavour to throw 
oil upon tho troubled waters, Mr. 
Plumb came to to the assistaiioe of tho 
British Columbians, only to find tho 
Ministr^declaring that to be,/ when 
moved-"Dy-an Oppositiohftj a resolution 
of non-confidence, whicn"tbey had al- 
ready accepted from one of their ovm 
followers, if not actually suggccteJl 
Mr. Blake made nothing by his motion 
except the very unnecessary provoca- 
tion of the British Columbia members, 
who h'aTe-&ertainly not' shown an un- 
reasonable disp'ositiob towards a 
Ministry for whom they have no reason 
to feel any particular gratitude.

Wo 
do not wish to make tho Jewish child 
listen to tho roadiug of tho New Testa- 
ment, wo do not V'ish to introduca tho 
recitation of a chapter or two of the Bi- 
ble, we do not re°(^nire ;^Ui^ ^aoher to 
point out to the child the road to Heaven. 
All this argumentation is beside tho 
quoatiou. All wo osk is liberty of con- 
acien~'>, that is freedom to profess our 
oreeii; freedom to havo our own comeiory; 
freedom to ln»vo our own schools; aud, 
consequently, wo ask to bo spared the 
very poinf ul and unjust obligation' to pay 
for the odncation of the children of 
others. You are very clovor, Mr. Editor, 
in attempting to cause a division among 
the Catholics who signed and those who 
did not sign. I trust we shall all be wise 
and coaaiatent enough to abido by our 
views without being in need of your ap- 
probation, If yon are willing tb^how 
ua kindness and goodwill, you will allow 
us rtioni for diacussion; and lost an at- 
tempt be miiJo to shut ua out from tho 
hold of debate, permit mo to conclude 
with the following grave words of Lord 
Brougliaiu : 

"When tho prodominanco of one party 
in a Diiniocracy baa once been fully es- 
tablished, there ia no safety for those 
who diffi.'r with it by e?er so light a 
shade.

The for'mor 
are pampered and spoiled, tho lattor aro 
degraded and dobaaod.

No person dares say anything that 
thwarts tho provftiling prejudices, or tho 
popular opinions of the d'v,y.''

Editor Colonist: — It is with pleas- 
ure that your, weekly is received b.y 
its numerous subscribers in this dis- 
trict. Always woll filled with excel- 
lent rending mnttor, The Colonist is 
emphatically tho people's paper. . In 
pointi of ability, eiit|jfpSsii.and influ- 
ence it stands far ahead of any other 
newspaper iu tlie Province. Let'us 
hope that it will in the future as in 
tho past maiiitftin tho same principles 
of freedom and progress through all 
changes of parties and policies. 

The policyJof ,(ih4 /jEUiott.'jjtpvern- 
ment has at lasb been announced. It 
is indeed milder than many predicted. 
Considering the circumBtancefi of the 
country, there are but few in Saanich 
who would object to a tax ou real 
estate, and that objection is only 
among a few who are working iu tho 
interest of the Opposition party. 
Farmers aro perfectly williug to pay 
from §2,50 to §10 more ou their prop- 
erty per annum, providing tho Gov- 
ernment will finish their roads and 
make them fit for travel at all soasonB.
